The United States 
secret service department gave the 
Seattle business men a list of a large 
number of the Seattle strike leaders. 
“This Hst showed that practically 
all the men who were known by Eng- 
lish names actually were Russians with 
long Russian names, well known as 
Bolshevik propagandists, The secret 
{service agents furthermore furnished 
the names of from one to two and 
three of such men, parading under 
English names, who had been working 
for various periods in Seattle factories 
and business enterprises. These men 
had been assigned in each factory and 
business enterprise to take it over and 
jrun it when the signal was given, The 
proofs of this are incontestable, and 
United States promptly deported 40 of 
these soviet government ringleaders. 
“Exactly the same thing is true In 
Canada,” declared Mr. Cunningham, 
“and the government has good reason 
to know that we are faced by the same 
conditions. The only thing is that the 
Canadian government unfortunately 
did not proceed to stamp this thing 
out sooner.

MORTALITY RATE HIGH 


Influenza Epidemic the Chief 
Cause of Increased Percent- 
age of Deaths 


Donald Mackie, acting deputy re- 
gistar general has compiled a report 
on the vical statistics of the province 
for the year 1918. This has been 
submitted to Hon, A. G. MacKay, 
who as minister of public health, is 
the registrar general of the vital stat- 
sitics branch, 

A summary of the report shows that 
there were 14,890 births, the largest 
number ever recorded in any year 
in the province, Marriages have de- 
creased by 290, while the deaths show 
an increase of 3,877 over the total of 
last year, This high mortality in- 
crease may be almost wholly attri- 
thuted to the epidemic of influenza. 
The low rate of mortality among 
British born compared with Cana- 
{s remarkable, but it must be 
noticed that the Indians are classi- 
fied under Canadian born, and the 
ceath rate among these is very high. 

The following are the tabulated 
feturns for the year @\918) They 
enumerate and classify the number 
of births, marriages and deaths, which 
occurred in the province of Alberta 
during the year: 

As the bureau of vital statistics is 
now a branch of the new department 
of public health and as a separate 
report is now being issued for the first 
time, I am taking this opportunity 
to make a statement with regard to 
the value of necessity of vital stat- 
istics, 

This necessity is now obtaining 
world wide recognition especially a- 
mongst the newer countries such as 
Canada and the United States. Sev- 
eral (European countries have had 
for a considerable time fairly efficient 
systems in this direction, Germany 
utilizing the information so obtained 
for war purposes, being able to ac- 
curately estimate the strength of her 
man power, whilst Great Britain has 
found her statistics invaluable in con- 
nection with her life history, legal and 
public health affairs. 

Not of Recent Origin. 


Dr. BE. B. Oliver, an eminent stat- 


istican referring to this subject states, | 


“Vital Statistics may be defined as 
statistics relating to the life histories 
of communities or nations. They par- 
tain to those events which have to do 
with the origin, continuation and de- 
termination of the lives of the inhab- 
itants, They commonly include stat- 
istics of births, marriages and deaths 
and the condition attending these 
events, Vital statistics are not of 
recent origin. Their development to 
their recent form, however, is compar- 
atively moder. The Egyptians, 
Greeks and Romans made census en- 
umerations. Some of the ancients 
notably the Romans, required also 
the registrations of births and deaths. 
The statistical treatment of the re- 
coords was, however, comparitividg 
limited. During the last century and 
a half, and more particularly the last 
fifty years, the treatment of vital stat- 
istics has been undergoing a rapid 
In their present developed 
form they give a fund of useful in- 
otherwise unobtainable,

floor, Opening a trunk of Campbell's 
he saw 4 roll of bills amounting to 
$65, which he pocketed, also a 
watch. He then saturated the body 
with coal oil. Under cross-examina 
jtion Cochrane said he did not know 


twhether Campbell was dead or not 
at the time he poured the coal oll 
on him. He then went out to the 
stable and took a horse which he 
tled to the fence while he went in 
and touched qa match to the bed. He 
then rode away to Balmoral, where 


he turned the horse loose and walked 
on to Stonewall, Man., where he was 
arrested. 

The fire completely destroyed the 
house and it was not until the follow- 
ing morning that the charred remains 
of the body were discovered. 

No address to the jury was made 
by the crown prosecutor.

Total Forces Sent Overseas. 

If anyone had predicted in the early 
days of the war that we should send 
60,000 or 100,000 men overseas, the 
estimate would have been considered 
a large one. Yet We have sent over- 
seas in all 420,913 of the best blood 
and sinew of Canada. 

Total Forces Oversets at Armistice, 

We had, when the armistice was 
signed, about 140,000 troops in France, 
practically all of whom have since 
been moved to Groat Britain. Out 
of 268,000 Canadian troops that were 
overseas at the signing of the armis- 
tice, we will have moved across the 
Atlantic by the end of the present 
month no less than 185,216. that will 
leave in round numbers 80,000 still 
to be brought home, nearly all of 
whom, unless something unforseen 
happens, will be returned to Canada 
during the months of June and July. 

Total Casualties, 

The casualiiles in the war up to 
the 8ist of M.rch have been as fol- 
lows: 

Killed in action, 88,767; died of 
wounds, !2,355; died of other causes, 
4,755; missing, 415; prisoners of war, 
22. 

Since the 31st of March I have as- 
certained that of those 22 prisoners 
of war all have been accounted for 
except 10. Those are the only cases 
we have been able to trace of the 
very considerable number of Canadian 
prisoners of war in Germany. 


Decorations, 

During the period we have been at 
wan it is gratifying to record that our 
soldiers have been awarded 17,000 
medals, honors, and awards, includ- 
63 Victoria Crosses, * 1,885 Military 
Crosses, 19 Distinguished Flying 
Crogses, 1,204 Distinguished Conduct 
Medals, and 6,610 Military Medals, 

Service in Various Lands, 

It might interest the House if I 
refer briefly to certain loans of offi- 
cers to the Imperial authorities for 
special services in connection with 
what way known as the Mesopotamia 
party, the North Russia party includ- 
ing the Archangel and Murmansk 
Forces, the Palestine party, and as in- 
structors to the American army, In 
January, 1918, the British government 
asked us to loan them certain offi- 
cergy and non-commissioned officers 
to proceed to Mesopotamia, Fifteen 
officers and twenty-seven non-com- 
missioned officers were selected from 
the Canadian Forces and left England 
during the same month, These men 
were sent out for the purpose of train- 
ing and organizing an army of the 
natives to the north and northeast 
of the area where the British Forces 
were operating in at that time, to 
help the British meet the Turkish 
Forces. Only 14 of this party remain- 
ed to be returned to England at the 
end of March, 1919, and I think by 
this time all have been returned. 

The men in Mesopotamia were vol- 
unteers as were also those in North 
Russia, at Archangei and Murmansk. 
The Archangel force was composed 
of a specially selected personnel of 
five officers and eleven other ranks; 
the Sixteenth Brigade Canadian Field 
Artillery consisted of eighteen officers 
and 478 other ranks, and in the spe- 
cial pergonell and special mobile 
force Murmansk-Murmen peninsula 
there were eighteen orficers and sey-' 
enty-four other ranks, making a total 
of forty-one officers and 6563 other 
vanks, Archangel harbour 1s still 
frozen, and on the Murmansk coast, 
which lies to the west, the men are 
engaged in holding the Murman pen- 
insula and railway, which reaches to 
the all year port on the Arctic ocean. 
We intend to get these men back to 
England and to Canada as goon as 
possible, 

Our men have been the backbone 
of that expedition, because they were 
physically fit and understood the work 
and I have no hesitation in’ saying 
that they were the best of the troops 
sent there, There were a great many 
thousands sent there, including Bri- 
itish, French and American troops. 
hen in the summer of 1918 volun- 
eers were called for a bridging party 
o Palestine, and six officers and 250 
ther ranks proceeded, all of whom 
ve been returned. 

Railway Work.

Medical Services, 

Now, I shal! turn to the Canadian 
y Medical Corps, which arose out 
f a permanent organization in Can- 
da In June, 1915, it had a bed ca- 
city of 8,000 and in November, 
918, a capacity of 40,000.

any way. I consider that the Medi- 
ox! profession of Canada made great 
sacrifices for the work they did in the 
war, and it was through their splen- 
did service that we accomplished such 
great results overseas. 


Nursing Sisters. 

Just a word for the nursing eis- 
ters of Canada. Those of us who 
watched the great service they per- 
formed cannot fail to appreciate it 
at its full value, anc in connection 
wiih the nursing sisters, whenever one 
talks of or refers to them in any way, 
one’s mind irresistibly goes to the 
three frightful outrages perpetrated on 
them—the bombing of the Canadian 
hospitals at Etaples and Doullens, and 
the sinking of the Canadian hospital 
ship “Llandovery Castle.” The Ger- 
mans made no mistake in regard to 
the bombing of the hospitals at Etap- 
les. It was igolated from any military 
camp; they sent their flares down 
and saw the great red cross; and num- 
bers of tie nursing sisters avy well as 
the doctors and patients at the hos- 
pitals were wantonly murdered. Noth- 
ing that I can say would adequately 
express my outraged feelings on this 
gubject, and I am sure that every 
hon. member feels the same sense of 
indignation, In the sinking of the 
‘“Liandovery castle’ fourteen Canadian 
nursing sisters were sent to a watery 
grave in the depths of the sea 116 
miles from land, and in trying to 
cover up the outrage the Germans en- 
deavored to sink the remaining life 
boat in order thereby to obliterate 
all traces, 

I might refer to the splendid as- 
sistance rendered our hogpitals by the 
municipal governments throughout 
Canada and many voluntary organiza- 
tions, especially the Canadian Red 
Cross and the St. John’s Ambulance 
Association, besides the universities 
of Canada which did such magnifi- 
cient work {fn sustaining’ our hospitals.

Dental Service, 

In dentistry work we took a step, 
and jn the two years, 1917 and 1918, 
the total number of dental operations 
performed in France and England by 
the Canadian Army Vental Corps was 
2,255,442, As a result of this work 
a& great many men were saved from 
being placed In lower categories and 
were made fit for A-1 service, 

Chaplain Services, 

The chaplain services were of great 
importance in the army. The Cana- 
dian chaplains rendered splendid ser- 
vice under the director, Coionel J. M. 
Aimond, C, M. G. We had in all 280 
chaplains and the following etatistics 
in regard to them may prove of in- 
terest: , 

4266 chaplains have served with the 
Overseas Military Forces of Canada. 

2 have been killed in action, 

1 died of wounds, 

1 died while serving on hospital 
ship. 

2 died of sickness, 

21 chaplains have been wounded 
while discharging their duties at the 
front. 

20 chaplains were usually selected 
to accompany the troops into action. 
Care of War Graves, 

The soll of Belgium and France will 
always be sacred to Canadfhns, par- 
ticularly to those whose loved ones 
lie there. But out of 420,913 ren 
whom we sent overseas, 364,599 are 
alive; and for that we should be 
duly thankful. On the 138th of April, 
1917, an organization known as the 
Imperial War Graves Commission was 
constituted by resolution passed by 
the Imperial War cunference, which 
consists of a large number of repre- 
men, Canada's representa- 
tive in that organization is the High 
Commiysioner for Canada, Sir George 
Perley. There are 160,000 isolated 
graves on the battlefields of France 
and Belgium, and the total number of 
graves of British soldiers in those 
areas is comprised as follows: United 
Kingdom, 462,730; Canada, 43,631; 
Australia, £5,131; New Zealand, 11,393; 
South Africa, 4,450; South Africa Na- 
tive Iabor Corps, 685; Newfoundland, 
$88; Indie (natives)’ 5,665; and British 
West Indies, 956. This represents a 
toal of British graves in France and 

Beigium of 555,379, 

There are, as I have said, a hun- 
dred and sixty thousand isolated 
graves on the battlefieldy of France 
and Belgium, and for somé time be- 
fore the armistice was signed, and 
ever since that date, soldiers from the 
TQminions of Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand, and Imperial soldiers, 
have been exhuming the bodies of 
the soldiers in those graves, I would 
like to say that we have a corps of 
six or seven hundred soldiers who 
since the armistice have devoted them- 
selves to the work of exhuming bodies 
and placing them in regularized ceme- 
teries, 

Khaki University 

The Khaki Untversity has done 
splendid service both in France and in 
England and has helped many of our 
soldiers in their studies, I presume 
my hon. friends have heard all about 
their excellent work, so I will not 
attempt to take up the time of the 
House with a full description of the 
activities of that university, 

Mr. Lemieux; How many boys have 
availed themselves of the courses? 

Sir Edward Kemp: From the 1st 
Division, 2,000 men; from the 2nd 
Division, 2016 men; from the 8rd 
Division, 2199 men; from the 4th Di- 


vision, 2,187 men—making a grand 
total of 11,455, The total atven- 
dance was 231,000. 


Mr, Murphy: Are those in charge 
civillans or soldiers? 

Sir Edward Kemp: They are Uni- 
versity professors of Canada, who vol- 
unteered their wervices, and to enable 
them to go into the army we made 
them honorary officers for the time 
being, 


Disposition of Equipment, 


As all will realize, the disposition 
of the property and equipment belong- 
ing to the Canadian government was 
one of considerable concern to myvelf 
and to the members of the staff in 
England. In time of war, and when 
the fighting has ceased, especially in 
the case of this particular war, con- 
siderable quantities of stores are plilea 
up, and when hostilities are at an 
end they are of little value indeed, 
They are in such tremendous quan-- 
tities that they cons itute a burden; 
there is no place in which to store 


m and if they are left out in the 


open they rust and decay, We had 
to take this question up and see what 
was the best thing to do under all 
the circumstances. 

In the first place we had a consid- 
erable surplus of ordnance clothes— 
clothing, equipment, and all the artic- 
les that the soldier uses and wears, 
and that are necessary to the carrying 
on of the war—which run into thou- 
sands of different things. About the 
month of July last, or at any rate 
several months before the signing of 
the armistice, I felt that the time must 
come when We would have to face 
this question, and the government 
would be under considerable loss un- 
less some system for the+ disposition 
of these stores was organized. 

However, as we were dealing with 
the Imperial government, and as né- 
gotiations had so far advanced and 
so much work had been done, they 
took over our ordnance stores and 
all our appliances, amounting in val- 
ue to several million dollars,and al- 
lowed us one hundred cents cn the 
dollar for them, with the exception of 
a very few things which had deterior- 
ated, and which we valued at from 
fifty to elghty-eight or ninety cents 
on the dollar, Accordingly that 
amount of money will be on credit 
with the Imperial government to us 
against any indebtedness or we will get 
cash for the articles, in accordance 
with whatever adjustments may be 
made. 

Disposition of Military Property 

There is another question in con- 
nection with the matter of equipment, 
and it relates to property in France. 
We had accumulated a tremendous 
amount of property in France in the 
way of transport, transport vehicles, 
field guns, and everything tthat goes 
to equip an army. 

Mr. Lemieux: Rails? 

Sir Edward Kemp: Rails are not 
included in these stores. They were 
supplied by the British field authori- 
ties. 


Mr. Lemieux: I understand that 
rails were also supplied by the Cana- 
dian government. 


Sir Edward Kemp: I remember the 
debates in this House on that question. 
I should imagine that those rails were 
sold to the Imperial government. But 
that is not a matter that came to 
my attention at all. How to deal with 
the enormous equipment wis a very 
difficult problem, because, as I have 
sald,, we had no place to store it. 
Therefore, we entered Into an arrange 
ment with the Imperial authorities 
whereby they took over all this ma- 
it 
and Belgium at 


terial from us, and we delivered 
to them in France 
specified points. Some of this ma- 
teriai we required in Canada. We 
have the privilege of drawing from 
the ordnance stores in England ma- 
terial of a similar quality to that de- 
livered in France as soon as we as- 
certain what we require here and can 
find transportation for it from Great 
Britain, 


Another problem which confronted 
us way the disposition of twenty-four 
thousand horses and mules which 
were in France and Belgium on ser- 
vice with the different units, As there 
were @ great many such animals in 
the British army, and in all the other 
armies, there was a supply of horses 
and mules that was not needed, and 
to have brought them back to Can- 
ada would have cost double what the 
animals were worth. We were»thore- 
fore, asked to poo! all our horses and 
mulee in France and Belgium with 
the ritish authorities and take our 
chance as to what we could get from 
the disposal of them. The cost of 
keeping “a horse at the time, owing to 
the scarcity of fodder, was. about.a 
dollar and a quarter a day, so that 
hon, gentlemen will see that it was 
not a matter which could be allowed 
to drag along for any great length. 
In addition, there were seventy-two 
officers and seven hundred and fifty- 
six of other ranks looking after theve 
horses and mules. In addition there 
were twelve hundred and fifty sick 
horses in hospital, needing the ser- 
vices of four hundred and sixty-seven 
men of other ranks, Accordinly we 
entered into negotiations with the 
Government of Belgium for the sale 
of these horses and mules, and after 
considerable negotiation we closed | 
with the Belgian government for the 
sale of the animaly at 40 pounds, or 
roughly speaking, $200 per head. 
There were a few very excellent ani- 
mals among the horses, and a great 
many of the others were not in first 
elass condition; and certainly the 
mules were not quite as valuable ag 
the best, or even as valuable as some 


of the remaining horses, Although 
we had some difficulty in getting | 
the matter finally settled up, T am 


glad to say we received receipts for 
all the horses before Y left, which re- 
celpts are now in the safety deposit 
vaults @f the Bank of Montreal in 
London, 

Mr, Power: How 
money being pald? 

Sir Edward Kemp: We are taking 
the debentures of the Belgian govern- 
ment at five per cent interest, The 
debentures are due in ten years, but! 
the Belgian government has the right 
to liquidate at any time within that 
period if it so desires,

The births, marriages and death rates 
denote the virility, decay or prosper- 
ity of a nation. It has been observed | 
that the number of deaths increases | 
in times of difficulty and depression 
whilst marriages and births increase 
in times of prosperity, 

In Canada, vital statistic work 
under the jurisdiction of each 
provincial government, The records 
in the province of Alberta, (which 
was the North-West Territory prior 
to the year 1905) have been collected 
under act of parliament since the year 
1889, and were in those early years 
collected under most difficult con- 
ditions, conditions which do not now 
exist in the settled part of the pro- 
vince as there are nearly 700 residen's 
registrars scattered throughout that 
area,

The following tables enumerate and 
classify the number of births, mar- 
riages and deaths which occurred 
within the province during the year 
1918, and which were registered with 
the department. 


Record Birth Rate. 


The births numbered 14,890, the 
largest number ever recorded in any- 
year during the history of the pro- 
vinee. This number exceeds that of 
last year by 1,314, the number of 
male children born being 7,693, and 
fomale 7,197, this being about the 
usual proportion With regard to the 
nationality of the parents of these 
children, there is again an increase 
in those of foreign origin, and a élight 
decreago of those of British origin, 
This respective increase and decrease 
has been consistent during the years 
of war, but now that peace has been 
declared and the soldiers are home, 
the reverse will probably take place 
In future years, and as it was be- 
fore the war. 

There were 4,040 marriages dur- 
ing the year, a decrease of 280 from 
the year 1917. The nationalities of 
the contracting parties are represent- 
ed in about the same proportions as 
in the previoug years. There were 
32 brides and no grooms between the 
ages of 15 and 16 years of age. The 
greatest number of brides were mar- 
ried between the ages of 20 and 24, 
whilst the popular age for the grooms 
was between 25 and 29 years. 

Influenza the Cause, 

The deaths numbered 7/924, an 
increase of 3,877 over the total for 
last year. This increase can be al- 
most wholly attributed to the Influ- 
enza epidemic which became preval- 
ent during the last three months of 
the year, the number of deaths from 
this cause being 8,259. Of thiy num- 
ber 2,151 occurred during the month 
of November, 1,634 pei.ons died 'be- 
tween the ages of 24-44, which was 
the most susceptible period. The 
number of Canadian born who died 
of this disease was 1,626, whilst only 
360 British born died. The deaths 
amongst Americans amounted to 
453, and of the foreign born to 742. 
The small number of deaths amongst 
the British is remarkable considering 
that the ratio population in Alberta 
vetweer the Canadian and_ British 
born is in the proportion of 3 to 2. It 
should be pointed out however, that 
the mortality amongst the Indians 
was very high, and that these people 
are classified: under Canadian born. 
The number of males who succumbed 
to the @isease was 1,989, whilst the 
females numbered 1,270. 

It is regrettable that infantile mor- 
tality shows no decline, the deaths 
during 1918 of children under one 
year of age numbering 1,605, 208 of 
these died of epidemic influenza, 
which still shows that 1,397 died 
from other causes, This number is 
very high there being only 1,186 dur- 
ing the previous year from all causes, 
As compared with the year 1917 the 
Geath rate of children under one 
year of age has Increaved from 87,3 
per 1,000 births to 107.1. 

Apart from the epidemic influenza, 
ordinary npeumonia and _ broncho- 
pnuemonia are still the chief causes 
of death in the province, there being 
411 euch deaths compared with 3840 
during the previous year. Tuberculos. 
ig of the lungs és also on the increase 
there being 355 deaths during the year 
against 283 in 1817, 

There were 58 deaths by suicide, 16 
by murder or manslaughter and 334 
by accident, The stillbirths num- 
bered 335 as against 325 for the pre- 
vious year.

The Pensions Bili. 

With the unanimous consest of the 
house, Hon. N, W. Rowell then moved 
a resolution to precede the pensions 
bill. The bill, Mr. Rowell explained, 
would give legislative effect to the re- 
port of the committee on pensions. 

Speaking in explaination of the re- 
port of the committee, Mr, 
said that when the matter was con- 
sidered by a committee last session 
and the present scale of pensions way» 
drafted, it was considered to be ar 
far as we should go at that time, in 
view of the fact that Canadian pen- 
sions are higher than those paid by 
other nations, During the past year, 
however, strong representations were 
made that pensions given to soldiers 
with families were not adequate. In 
January last, by order in council, 
the amount allowed for ehildren and 
orphaned children had been increas- 
ed. The minister explained that up 
to the present time, our whole pen- 
sion legislation has ‘been covered by 
orders-in-counicih passed under the 
war measures act. This was desirable 
owing to rapidly changing conditions, 
but the time had now come when pen- 
Sion legislation should be embodied 
in the statutes and that was one of 
the objects of the bill based upon the 
resolution under discussion. 

House Approves New Scale, 

The house received with signs 
approval the minister's statement in 
explanation of the increased allow- 
ance that has been made for the per- 
sonal care of soldiers who have been 
permently disabled. In this case the 
amount had been increased from 
making the pensions for 
a soldier totally disabled, including 
the war bonus provided by the bill, 
$1,170, In the case of a married man, 
the sum would be larger. Mr, Rowell 
explained that the committee had de- 
‘cided to bring the pensions of non- 
commissioned officers to a standard 
equal to that of a private, <A state 
ment by the minister that the earn 
ings of a widowed mother wil] not in 
future be deducted from the amount 
of her pension was greeted w ih ap- 
plause by the house, ay was also his 
statement that insurance provided by 
the municipalities will not be taken 
into account In connection with the 
awarding of pensions. 

The minister fully explained the re- 
commendations of the committee to 
provision whereby pensiony of depend- 
ents of allied reservists domiciled in 
Canada at the beginning of the wa’, 
and still residents of this country, w.! 
be placed on a parity with Canadiaa 
pensions of dependents. 

Replying to a question by A. R. 
McMaster, Brome, the minister état- 
ed that the committee had decided 
that it could not take similar act.on 
in regard to French reservists them- 
selves who left Canada to serve in 
the French army, 

The committee realized, he 
that it would not be fair to 
out the so.diers of one allied coun- 
try for special treatment.

President Wood has been — 
plaining to the district political 
eonventions of the United Farmers 
what he conceives to be the object 
they should seek to attain and the 
method by whieh he thinks they 
should seek to attain if.

The Edmonton-Calgary train on the

monton to all points around the lake, 
and motor hoet gervices across its 
waters so that every camp or resid- 
ence is readily accessible.
